The Manila Cablenews of5 October 
23rd has an interesting interview with 
Prof. J. M. Kniseiey, of Dix on, who is 
on his way home on leave of absence 
The article contains some original 
ideas on the subject of the education 
of the Filip inos and is as follows; 
J. M. Kniseiey, former division sup er­ 
intendent of llocos Sur, sailed yester­ 
day for the States via Suez. 
Mr. 
Kniseiey p rop oses making 
a 
tour 
through England and Scotland before 
he returns home. 
Mr. Kniseiey is an Illinois man and’ 
came to the islands as a division sup er 
intendent at the beginning of the 
school movement In 1901. He was then 
assigned to llocos Sur, where he has 
served ever since, building up one of 
the very best school divisions in the 
archip elago. During the last year he 
has constructed no less than 77 new 
school houses in his division, a number 
second only to Cebu. 
Mr. Kinseley holds some very decided 
views about school work in the islands. 
That quality and not quantity is the 
great thing to he desired and striven 
for in running a school or a division, 
he has stood for from the beginning 
and his system in favor of thorough­ 
ness at all costs has home good fruit 
j indeed.

Another theory of Mr. Kniseiey’s I 
| seems to be quiteoriginal and certain­ 
ly is most interesting. He claims 
th at the p resent keen interest taken 
in education by the Filip inos through­ 
out the islands is not such a remarkable
